A moderately 
heavy swaying shock, beginning

Jury Convicts Klan - Member 
After Witnesses Tell of 
Youth’s Murder. 


By the Associated Press. 

ONEONTA, Ala., Aug.’ 4.-—Eu- 
gene Doss was found guilty of as- 
sault and battery and kidnaping 
by a jury!today in connection with 
the flogging of . Jeff Calloway, 
farm youth, several weeks ago. 

Trial was begun immediately of 
lL. A.*® Clayton, another of the 
seven men indicted for whipping 
Calloway. 

Dr. L. S. Fennell, reputed Tar- 
rant City klan head, one of the 
men under indictment, was fined 
$50 for contempt of court because 
of a street corner speech last night 
in which he told a group of persons 
that two Birmingham newspapers 
were responsible for his indict- 
ment because of investigations they 
made into the flogging. 

Fennell, who also had been 
sworn as a witness in the “oss 
trial, had been cautioned by Judge 
O. A. Steele to say nothing about 
the case in public. 

Doss was sentenced to from eight 
to ten years in the penitentiary. 
The verdict came after 17 hours’ 
déliberation. Notice of appeal was 
given and bond was fixed at $6000. 

Witneses Involve K. K. K- 


Witnesses against Doss told how 
member: of the Tarrant City klav-

Several of them gathered on the 
night-of the flogging, Hughes testi- 
fied, dressed themselves in Klan 
costumes, and went to the church 
services. Several of the Klans- 
men spoke from the pulpit. 


Threatened if He Talked. 


Under questioning by Attorney 
General C. C. McCall of Alabama, 
who conducted the prosecution, 
Hughes named several other mem- 
bers of the party. All, he said, 
wore Ku Klux Klan costumes when 
Calloway was kidnaped from the 


church, taken into a dense woods 


and whipped because. he. came to 
the church intoxicated.. Hughes 
testified that Doss drove the quto- 
mobile. 

At a subsequent:meeting 4f his 
Klan, the witness said, Doss cau- 
tioned him “to keep his mouth shut 
about the trip to church.”

King George and Queen 
Mary. Members of his staff, and 
the Prince of Wales, Prince George 
and Governor-General Willingdon 
presented him gifts. 

The Prince of Wales got a few 
hours off from the arduous duties 
which continually stalk the heir 
to the British throne. He and his 
brother, Prince George, broke 
away and, “far from the mad- 
ing crowd,” enjoyed a fast rgund 
of golf at the Ottawa Hunt Club. 
There were no “galleries.” 

Wales Visits War Veterans. 

Even as he played, however, the 
Prince of Wales was figuring on 
giving up a little of his leisure 
time for a private act of kindness, 
such as he often performs.

I am wondering {f this is in ac- 
cord with the history of the 
United States and its own revo- 
lution 150 years ago. Measured 
by this standard, our own Decla- 
ration of Independence is abso- 
lutely wrong. The farmers who 
stood on the summe of Bunker 
Hill and who lined the road to 
Lexington and repulsed the ar- 
mies of the English King were 
not patriots, but bandits. 

We have not yet had time to 
hear from the Central and South 
American press, but ws have 
heard from the press of Europe, 
and wour conduct at Ocotal is se- 
verely criticised and denounced. 
We have too few friends now 
among the nations of the earth. 
The horrors of Ocotal are being 
told now in the plazas and the 
cafes of all Latin-America. We 
are feared and hated, distrusted 
and denounced, The war we arc 
conducting now in the interest of 
dollar diplomacy and American 
bankers will have its effect on 
our trade with South American 
countries and it furnishes and 
will continue to furnish argu- 
.ments of our enemies among the 
nations of Europe. . 


We have recognized and are 
supporting an unpopular minor- 
ity in Nicaragua. The Presi- 
dent’s policy seems-to include al- 
so the supplying of arms to ths 
Government approved by Wall 
Street. It seems to include the 
blockading of ports in order to 
defeat the patriotic majority. 
It seems also to include the es- 
tablishing of neutral zones ni 
order to stop the victorious ad- 
vance of the armizs which repre- 
sent the real sentiment of Nic- 
aragua, and to include a war 
‘conducted by the administration 
wtihout any declaration and in 
direct violation of our own tradi- 
tions and our own fundamental 
law.

Later he was 
invited to lecture at Columbia 
University. At a later date he 
became an instructor of langu- 
age in Williams College. At the 
outbreak of the World War. he 
volunteered in the British army 
and rendered service as a soldier. 

It was not until after the 
World War and after thy lapse 

of many years that he returned 

to’ Nicaragua and became iden- 
tifled with the labor movement 
there. His ideals were developed 
in the United States. His love 
of liberty he acquired from read- 
ing the story of our American 
Revolution, and from studying 
the history until now of this 
country. 

The indignation unanimously 
expressed in the Pan-American 
convention is indicative of the 
unfriendly feeling which has de- 
veluped against us in every coun- 
try on the continent south of us.

Coolidge Seems Happier. 

A marked change in the zen- 
eral attitude of President Coolidge, 
like one who had “got something 
off his chest,” has been noticed 
since he made his announcement. 

Mr. Coolidge is described by 
those in closest contact with nim 
as a much happier man. He is 
more talkative, although still far 
from loquacious, freer in nis 
greetings, and seems to get more 
enjoyment out of the little inci- 
dents of daily life. This change 
has been noticed for several liays 

before the statement was issued 
and it is believed by many to show 
that he reached his decision some 
time before it was announced, 

With the possible exception of 
Mrs. Coolidge, the President uap- 
pears to have confided his inten- 
tion of making the announcement 
to no one until about 20 minutes 
before he called in the correspon4- 
ents to hand them the. statement 
and then only to his secretary who 
had the typewritten copies of the 
statement made. 

While there was nothing in the 
way of an official statement today, 
the impression was conveyed at 
the executive offices that the Presi- 
dent was annoyed at the persist- 
ence of some members of the 
party in believing he did not mean 
what he said. 

The -President made the an- 
nouncement at this time, rearly a 
year before the conventions and

Conciliatory Resolution on Mex- 
ico Drafted—St. Louis Man 
‘Elected Supreme Advocate.

PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 4.—RHes- 
olutions denouncing the Callies 
Government’s policy toward Catho- 
lics in Mexico occupied the atten- 
tion of the Supreme Council of the 
Knights of Columbus in annual 
convention here today. 

A special committee bas framed 
the general form of the resolution 
to be submitted to the convention. 
This resolution is said to be more 
conciliatory than the one adopted 
last year at Philadelphia. 

The problem now facing the 
Catholic organization, it was ex- 
plained, is the correction of the 
widespread impression left by last 
year’s convention when the stand 
taken by the committee provoked 
scmi-diplomatic prctests. 

Hands-Off Policy Urged. 

A hands-off policy in everything 
pertaining to the affairs of Mex- 
ico was requested by a representa- 
tive of the Mexican delegation. 

Senor E. Traslosheros, who said 

he had been an exile from Mexico 
for more than a year, in a state- 
ment denounced President Calles 
and pleaded that the Southern Re- 
public be allowed to tvork out its 
own problems in its own way. 
1 “We want to state that we—the 
| Mexicans now in exile in the United 
States and all home-loving Mex- 
icans now living here—have never 
asked for intervention, armed or 
otherwise, from the American 
Government in Mexican affairs,” 
said the statement. 

“We have sent an appeal to 
Washington, stating that we are 
very much surprised to see that 
the administration has kept on 
good terms with the*bloody tyrant 
that reigns in Mexico—Calles, be- 
cause the Washington administra- 
tion through its Embassy in Mex- 
ico City has all the details of the 
horrible crimes - committed by 
Calles and his crowd,’”’ the state- 
ment declared.
